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FLY-TIPPERS RUN UP £2M BILL FOR TAXPAYERS IN ONE YEAR 


FLY-TIPPING is costing taxpayers more 
than £2 million a year with an average 90 
incidents taking place EVERY DAY, new fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

In Sandwell alone, the cost of cleaning 
up the waste cost the council £250,000 last 
year, while across the border in Walsall the 
bill topped £350,000. 

An investigation by our sister paper the 
Express & Star found there were 32,569 
reports of waste being dumped illegally to 
councils across the Black Country, Stafford¬ 
shire, Shropshire and Birmingham last year 
- a 16 per cent increase from 2012/13.

dumping seen in recent months. It costs the 
region’s councils £1.8m to remove dumped 
waste last year and a further £580,000 to 
investigate offences. 

But only £54,706 was recouped through 
fines at court with authorities taking just 
58 prosecutions. 

And only 456 fixed penalty notices were 
issued last year in the Midlands which 
would have returned between a further 
£54,000 and £182,000. 

It means taxpayers and landowners are 
left to fork the colossal bill left by fly-tip¬ 
pers. In May 2016, councils were given the 
power to impose £400 fixed-penalty notices 
for fly-tipping. But critics say that for crim¬ 
inal gangs - or even ordinary householders 


- it is worth taking the risk because the fine 
can be cheaper than hiring a skip for a fort¬ 
night. Rising waste charges and moves to 
fortnightly bin collections have also been 
blamed. 

West Midlands Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson said travellers, who 
he likened to ‘roving vagabonds’ were be¬ 
hind some of the large scale dumping. 

The Environment Agency said it is inves¬ 
tigation ‘a number of large waste sites in 
the West Midlands. 

Figures from the Department for Envi¬ 
ronment, Food & Rural Affairs show that 
there were 4,599 fly-tipping incidents in 
Walsall last year, 4,140 in Sandwell, 3,456 
in Wolverhampton, and 824 in Dudley. 


British Heart Foundation chiefs blast heartless thieves 


CHARITY SHOPS 
HIT BY RAIDERS 


HEARTLESS thieves broke into two separate 
British Heart Foundation charity shops in the 
Black Country. 

Both the West Bromwich and Dudley British Heart Foun¬ 
dation (BHF) stores were burgled within just one day of each 
other, and it is estimated the damage and cost of replacing 
stolen goods will mean a hefty bill of thousands of pounds. 


Bosses are furious as such money 
could otherwise have funded life-sav¬ 
ing research into fighting heart dis¬ 
ease. 

The West Bromwich Furniture 
and Electrical store at the Farley 
centre on the High Street was bro¬ 
ken into overnight on Saturday, and 
the Dudley store on Castle Street 
was also targeted overnight on Sun¬ 
day. 

The charity is helping police to in¬ 
vestigate the burglaries, and are also 
taking precautions against future 
break-ins by reviewing the current 
security measures. 

Upsetting 

Julie Taylor, BHF area manager, 
said: “The recent break-ins at two of 
our stores has been really disheart¬ 
ening for us. It has caused a huge 
amount of damage to the stores, 
which will cost thousands of pounds 
to repair, taking money away from 
the BHF’s vital work. 

“It was also a really upsetting 
situation for all the staff and volun¬ 
teers who work really hard in the 
fight for every heartbeat. Slowly but 
surely we hope the stores can get 
back to normal.”

Following the break-ins, both 
stores are appealing to the local 
community for support. The West 
Bromwich and Dudley stores are 
encouraging residents to donate any 
unwanted furniture and electrical 
items such as sofas, beds, TVs or 
washing machines, through their 
free home collection service.

BOING, boing, cheers! A pub 
which is popular with generations 
of West Bromwich Albion fans on 
match days has been saved - but 
now the new owner is calling on 
the community to help it survive. 

The pub, in Blackheath, was 
described as ‘suitable for a variety 
of alternative uses subject to ob¬ 
taining any appropriate planning 
permission’ when it went up for 
auction with SDL Bigwood on Feb¬ 
ruary 23, suggesting that the site 
could be redeveloped. 

But new owner, Steven Hayer, 
has pledged it will remain a pub so 
long as it can turn a profit and is 
supported by the community. Mr 
Hayer, who bought it prior to the 
auction for an undisclosed sum, 
said he had acquired it as an in¬ 
vestment. 

He said: “The plan is to keep it 
as a local pub with the communi¬ 
ty’s help.“If it can be successful, 
then that is how it will remain. But 
obviously, it has to make money to 
sustain itself. 

“If not, then we will have to look 
at alternatives.” He urged West 
Bromwich fans to keep using the 
pub. 

The pub has previously played 
host to regular appearances from 
some of the biggest local names in 
sport including darts player Jamie 
Hughes.

FORMER England and Newcastle strik¬ 
er Alan Shearer has become a patron of 
the Jeff Astle Foundation. The charity 
was set up in 2015, after the tragic death 
of Albion legend Astle in 2002 raised 
serious concerns about the impact of 
heading footballs on the brain. Shear¬ 
er, who is the all-time Premier League 
top scorer with 260 goals, is making a 
60-minute BBC documentary called 
‘Dementia: Football’s Silent Shame?’ 

A charity member took to Twitter to 
express the group’s delight at having the 
former England legend, and TV pun¬ 
dit, offer his support. @JeffAstleFdn 


tweeted: “The Jeff Astle Foundation 
is thrilled and delighted to announce 
@alanshearer as a patron. Thank you 
Alan!” 

Shearer, in his documentary, is in¬ 
vestigating the latest scientific research 
from around the world into Chronic 
Traumatic Encephalopathy (CTE), the 
condition that killed Astle. He said: “I 
was aware of former football players, 
legends who I grew up watching, suf¬ 
fering from dementia. Could this affect 
football and footballers too? The more I 
read about it, the more I felt this was a 
subject that could no longer be ignored.” 


Shearer joins a list of former football¬ 
ers and celebrities who have pledged 
their support and become patron of the 
foundation. 

They include, former England goal¬ 
keeper Gordon Banks OBE, ex-England 
and Man United defender Gary Neville 
and comic and Albion fan Frank Skin¬ 
ner. The aims of the charity is to provide 
support for sports people, and their fam¬ 
ilies, who are living with dementia and 
chronic neurological impairment. 

The foundation’s ultimate goal is to 
establish a care home for former sports 
people with these conditions. 


Mobility scooter user 
died after collision 

A PENSIONER was hit and killed 
by a car after trying to cross a 
dual carriageway on his mobility 
scooter, an inquest heard. 

Charles Burgess, aged 68, from 
Oldbury, was hit by a black VW Golf 
when trying to cross Oldbury Road in 
Smethwick on November 2 last year. 

Black Country Coroners Court heard 
how Mr Burgess tried to cross while one 
lane of traffic was stationary, but was hit 
by the VW travelling in the other lane, 
driven by Parmveer Singh, 25 - who the 
coroner said was not to blame. 

Mr Burgess was taken to hospital and 
died the following day from his injuries. 

Pc Katrina Hall, from the West Mid¬ 
lands Police collisions investigations unit, 
told the inquest: “We were called to an ac¬ 
cident which happened at around 9.10am. 

Mr Burgess was on his mobility scooter and 
tried to cross the dual carriageway. He had 
driven down from a dropped kerb edge, and 
was hit by the car. The driver did not have 
time to react, and Mr Burgess was thrown 
from the scooter, which became wedged 
under the bumper of the car.” 

Incident 

He was taken to hospital and died the 
next day. He first was taken to Sandwell 
Hospital, and then was taken to Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham. “The 
car was seized the following day, and noth¬ 
ing was found mechanically wrong with it.” 

She added: “The incident was captured 
on CCTV at a service station. It showed Mr 
Burgess wait for about 10 seconds at the 
side of the road before trying to cross when 
one lane of traffic stopped. He was behind 
a vehicle which would likely have obscured 
the view of the driver who hit him. A col¬ 
lisions investigation officer determined 
the driver would have been travelling at 
around 35mph.” 

The speed limit on the road is 40mph. Mr 
Singh said: “I was coming down the dual 
carriageway and he came out onto the road. 

I’ve not seen him.” 

Zafar Siddique, senior coroner for the 
Black Country, said: “This is a tragic set of 
circumstances and there is no blame on the 
driver’s part. Cause of death was left ven¬ 
tricular failure as a result of a pelvic haem¬ 
orrhage and aschemic heart disease.” He 
ruled it was death by road traffic accident.

Blaze victim 
woman is 
found dead 
in alleyway 

A WOMAN has been found dead after 
a fire in an alleyway between terraced 
houses in Old Hill. 

West Midlands Police confirmed that 
the body of a woman was found in the 
alleyway which leads to the house side 
door on Saturday in Clyde Street. The 
victim is believed to be a woman in her 
30s. It is not being treated as suspicious 
at this stage. 

Two fire crews from Haden Cross and 
one from Oldbury fire stations attended 
at 12.05pm. 

Neighbour Michael Morgan said: “It 
is awful news to hear especially when 
it is so close to home. My thoughts are 
with all of her family and I hope they’re 
coping. I see news of people dying all the 
time but no-one expects to be on their 
doorstep.” 

Ward councillor Caroline White also 
said the death was ‘devastating’. She 
said: “It’s devastating to hear and its 
awful news for the family, my thoughts 
are with them during this time.” 

Other nearby residents have expressed 
their concerns following the fatal fire. 

One resident, who did not want to be 
named, said: “It’s absolutely awful news. 
I’m not sure how it happened but I hope 
all of the family are coping. It must be 
horrible for them right now.” 

A police cordon was put in place dur¬ 
ing the incident but was later taken 
down. Another resident, who did not 
want to be named, said: “I saw a lot of 
police cars in the afternoon but didn’t 
realise what had happened until one of 
the neighbours told me.” 

Hairstyle led to 
attacker's arrest 

A KILLER who fatally stabbed a friend 
was identified by his man bun hairstyle. 

Alex Habte, from Highgate, Birming¬ 
ham, stabbed 26-year-old Samuel Sim- 
ret in the chest after arguing in a coffee 
shop. Samuel died in hospital two days 
later and Habte was jailed for man¬ 
slaughter after CCTV showed a ‘man 
with his distinctive bun hairstyle stab¬ 
bing Mr Simret in the chest’. 

Samuel was stabbed outside an off-li¬ 
cence in Newtown, Birmingham, last 
August - 45 minutes after the pair were 
seen arguing in a cafe. Habte was caged 
for 13 years on March 2 following the 
Birmingham Crown Court trial. The 
20-year-old was arrested in Leicester 
three days after the attack and shoes and 
clothes seized from his home matched 
those worn by the knifeman on CCTV.

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Stab wounds 
victim was 
carried into 
CPs' surgery 

A MOTHER who died from stab 
wounds was carried into a Rowley Re¬ 
gis doctors’ surgery, an inquest heard. 

Black Country Coroner’s Court 
was told that Tina Billingham from 
Granville Road, Cradley Heath, had 
suffered two stab wounds, one to the 
heart and another through her stom¬ 
ach and liver. 

Senior coroner’s officer, Stephen 
Binsley, explained that the fatally in¬ 
jured 54-year-old mother was carried 
out from a van into the medical centre 
on Hawes Lane at around 3.50pm on 
Monday, February 6. 

“Paramedics attended but after 
being taken to Russells Hall Hospital 
she was pronounced deceased. She 
had two stab wounds, one which had 
passed through her stomach into her 
liver, and the other which punctured 
her heart,” said Mr Binsley. 

Mrs Billingham, who the inquest 
heard was divorced and not working 
at the time, was formally identified by 
one of her sons, Jack. 

The post mortem concluded that 
she had died from the stab wounds to 
the chest and abdomen. 

Ronald Cooke, aged 54, of Granville 
Road, Cradley Heath, was initially ar¬ 
rested for attempted murder. 

He has subsequently been charged 
with murder and appeared before 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

Senior coroner for the Black Coun¬ 
try, Mr Zafar Siddique, said: “I am 
formally suspending this inquest until 
the conclusion of the trial, at which 
point I will decide whether it needs to 
come back to this court.” 

M5 roadworks to 
start in weeks 

A MAJOR roadworks scheme which 
will see the speed limit of a stretch of 
the M5 cut to 30mph for 18 months 
will start after Easter. Drivers are 
facing major disruption while repairs 
are made to the crumbling Oldbury 
viaduct. 

The stretch between junctions one 
for West Bromwich and two for Old¬ 
bury will be affected. 

Alternate sides of the carriageway 
will be closed, with two narrow lanes 
of traffic running in both directions 
on the opposite side. Work will then 
switch to the other carriageway. 

Preparatory work began in Janu¬ 
ary. Sandwell Council leader Steve 
Eling raised concerns about traffic 
chaos and has called for the M6 Toll 
to be free of charge to cut disruption.

Mayor leads Hamstead Colliery service

DOZENS of people braved the cold 
weather to attend a memorial service 
to honour 26 miners who died more 
than 100 years ago. 

The Hamstead Colliery Memorial 
monument is located on the corner 
of Hamstead Road in Great Barr in 
memory of the miners who died due to 
a fire in 1908. The Mayor of Sandwell, 
Julie Webb, nearby residents and a 
dozen schoolchildren attended the 
service on Thursday. 

The monument was erected by the 
Hamstead Memorial Trust in 2008, 
who hold the memorial service every 


March. Tony Ward, chairman of 
Hamstead Memorial Trust, said they 
built the monument to bring the com¬ 
munity together and remind residents 
of the mine. 

He said: “One of the main aims for 
building the monument was to bring 
people together in Hamstead because 
back in the mining days there was 
a lot of community spirit. I’m inter¬ 
ested in mining as a lot of my family 
including my parents were miners 
and myself and a few other friends re¬ 
alised there was nothing to mark the 
fact there was a mine which the area 


depended on. A lot of income came 
from the mine but anything to do 
with the mine disappeared over time. 

“A lot of residents were thinking 
a similar thing so we built the mon¬ 
ument in 2008 with the help of the 
council and local builders. It’s been a 
great success with a lot of people get¬ 
ting involved..” 

The mine opened in around 1887 
and closed in 1965. Mr Ward added: 
“It was quite a good turn out and a 
number of pupils from Hargate Pri¬ 
mary School came along to the ser¬ 
vice. It was a lovely day.” 


Terrorism hotspot is 
right on our doorstep 


THE West Midlands is one of the 
terrorist hotspots of the UK, a major 
new report has warned. 

Islamist terrorism has been on the rise 
in the region over the past 20 years, with 
a significant proportion of convictions in 
Birmingham and the Black Country. 

The findings are in a new report published 
today in Parliament by think tank the Henry 
Jackson Society. The 1,000-page report found 
that of 269 people convicted of terrorism of¬ 
fences between 1998 and 2015, 49 came from 
the West Midlands - making it the UK’s second 
major terrorism hotspot, behind only London. 

Two convictions came from Sandwell, one 
from Wolverhampton and one from Dudley, 
while 39 came from Birmingham, with Hall 
Green and Hodge Hill highlighted as particu¬ 
lar hotspots. 

Khaled Abusalama, from Smethwick, was 
convicted for sending funds and offering logis¬ 
tical support to Libyan Islamic Fighting Group. 
He was jailed in 2007 for 22 months. 

Gathering 

Mohammed Saud, from Smethwick, was 
jailed for 18 years and nine months for being 
part of the EDL bomb plot in West Yorkshire 
in 2013. Saud was part of a six-strong gang that 
planned a bloody attack on an EDL march in 
Dewsbury, West Yorkshire. They failed only 
because the gathering finished earlier than 
expected. He was convicted after two of his ac¬ 
complices, Jewell Uddin and Omar Mohammed 
Khan, were stopped by police on the Ml as they 
travelled back to Birmingham. 

An IED was found in the vehicle. Usman 
Choudhary, from Dudley, was convicted in 
2015 for disseminating terrorist material. He 
was jailed for nine months. 

And Bilal Zaheer Ahmad, of Wolverhampton, 
was jailed for 12 years in 2011 for posting a 
message on a website encouraging the murder 
of MPs who voted in favour of the Iraq war. 

In August last year - a period not covered 
by the report - seven members of a 13-strong 
Walsall terror cell were convicted of offences. 

Conclusions in the report also revealed that 
while Islamist terrorism has decreased in Lon¬ 
don, it has been on the rise in the West Mid¬ 
lands over the last 20 years. The region saw 
an eight per cent increase in the proportion of 
individuals living in the West Midlands respon¬ 
sible for UK terrorism offences between 1998 
and 2015, according to the findings. 


Red House transformation on way

FOR more than 150 years, it was 
a mansion which took pride of 
place in a Black Country park. 

But the Red House will soon 
be houses with work to convert it 
into living space well under way. 

The Victorian country house is 
currently completely obscured by 
scaffolding as internal changes are 
carried out. Developer Gr8 Space 
came forward after the mansion, 
in Red House Park, Great Barr, 
had been left derelict for more 
than a decade. 


Many were uneasy about the 
prospect of the building being 
turned into homes but develop¬ 
ment bosses insisted it was an 
opportunity to bring it back into 
use while protecting its historic 
features. 

Queen Victoria had only been 
on the throne for four years when 
the Red House was built in 1841 
for Walsall MP Robert Scott. It 
remained a gem of the park for 
decades but became run-down in 
recent times. 


In 2009, it was estimated it 
would cost £1.7million to bring 
the building back into use for the 
community, leaving development 
into homes the only realistic plan 
for its future. 

The Red House is set to be 
turned into eight apartments, 
while the coach house is also being 
converted into six three-bedroom 
homes. 

Prices will start from £230,000 
for the apartments and from 
£290,000 for the homes.

Sessions for youngsters aged 16 
to 18 were taking place on Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday, from 11am 
to 1pm, at the One Stop Shop in 
Sandwell Council House. 

Signs get new 
look after work 

NEW information signs have gone up 
across West Bromwich town centre. 

Information boards and fingerposts 
have been refreshed following the re¬ 
development of several parts of the 
town centre over the past few years. 

Thirteen information points have 
also been added, covering Carters 
Green to Overend Street, all featuring 
a street-finder index and historic im¬ 
ages of the town. 

Regeneration boss Councillor Paul 
Moore said: “We needed new signs and 
the additional information boards are 
very welcome.” 

Uni experts help 
in Duke awards 

UNIVERSITY of Birmingham ac¬ 
ademics helped The Duke of Cam¬ 
bridge launch an award programme 
to help schoolchildren build character, 
confidence and resilience. 

Aimed at six to 14-year-olds, the 
scheme draws on the expertise of pre¬ 
dominantly ex-Services personnel who 
work as SkillForce instructors.

Patrick would have turned 80 on Sat¬ 
urday while Adrian would have been 51 
on the day of the event. 

The family were all killed in the mas¬ 
sacre at the holiday resort of Sousse, 
Tunisia, in 2015. 

All three were devoted Saddlers fans, 
and the Dining with Legends event was 
held at the Banks’s Stadium. 

Steve Daley, John Richards, Kenny 
Hibbitt, Don Goodman and Mel Eves 
were among those who turned out to 
support the charity which supports 
families hit by murder and terrorism. 

Mourned 

The charity has been set up by Joel’s 
brother Owen, who survived the attack 
at the age of 16, and their mother Suzy. 

Speaking at the event, Suzy said: 
“My dad would have been in his ele¬ 
ment. It makes me feel guilty being 
here, knowing they would have loved 
to be..” 

The football community also 
mourned the loss of referee Joel, who 
was on his way to enjoying a big future 
in the game. 

Speaking proudly, Suzy said: “There 
have been so many tributes from 
the FA for Joel.” These include The 
Joel Richards Legacy Fund, set up to 
support young players, referees and 
coaches. 

The fundraiser was held shortly after 
the conclusion of a six-week inquest at 
London’s Royal Courts of Justice on 
the slaughter, where the coroner ruled 
all 30 holidaymakers were unlawfully 


killed, but did not conclude ‘neglect’ 
by travel companies played a part in 
their deaths. 

Former Wolves, Walsall and Man¬ 
chester City player Steve Daley, who 
was a guest speaker, said: “If you 
were ever in that position yourself, 
you would hope that people do the 
same and rally round to help you.” 

He praised organiser of the night, 
Steve Saul, who brought together 
the sporting legends and around 200 


guests. “It’s a show of support and 
togetherness,” added Steve. 

Smile for Joel won more celebrity 
support after Suzy and Owen ap¬ 
peared on This Morning following 
the inquest ruling.

Drug user 
made threat 
to blow up 
police base 

A DRUG user who called 999 threat¬ 
ening to blow up a Black Country po¬ 
lice station was arrested after ranting 
to McDonald’s staff that he was want¬ 
ed by police, a court heard. 

Ryan Jones, aged 31, of Wallace 
Close, Oldbury, made the malicious 
bomb hoax call, in which he also 
threatened the operator, on March 
1, and then entering the McDonald’s 
where concerned staff phoned police. 

Jones had to be sentenced in his ab¬ 
sence by Dudley magistrates on Fri¬ 
day, as it was explained he was in a 
‘drug-induced psychosis’. 

Prosecutor Mrs Maxine Jar- 
rousse-Jones said: “He spoke to a 
female operator naming himself as 
Ryan, and said ‘I’m going to blow a 
hole through [Oldbury] police station. 
He continued to be abusive and said 
he was going to assault the police and 
the operator herself.” 

The police were called a during in¬ 
terview Jones admitted to being the 
man on a recording of the hoax call 
and said that he had been under the 
influence of drugs at the time. 

Jones pleaded guilty through his 
solicitor to charges of bomb hoax, 
communicating false information and 
failing to provide a sample for a Class 
A drug test. Explaining the absence of 
her client, Defence solicitor Mrs Dawn 
Foxall said: “He has been extremely 
disruptive downstairs [in the cells]. 
To bring him up in court is going to 
cause more disruption and more dis¬ 
tress.” 

She said that given Jones’ mental 
state, she believed the call was made 
because he ‘was unwell rather than 
maliciously’. 

Magistrates decided to sentence 
Jones to a 12-month community 
order, with a 25-day rehabilitation ac¬ 
tivity requirement. He must also pay 
a £85 victim surcharge. 

Probe is launched 
after fall tragedy 

A MAN died after falling from a flat 
window in Birmingham. 

Police have launched an investi¬ 
gation after the man in his 50s died 
on Monday night. He was found with 
serious injuries at around 9.55pm on 
Stratford Road, Sparkbrook and later 
died at the scene. 

Officers received reports the man 
fell from a window. West Midlands 
Police said it was examining CCTV 
in the area to try and establish what 
happened. The force said the death 
was being treated as unexplained.

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£4.5m LOttO 
grant hope 
to fund big 
park revamp 

SANDWELL Council is to put in a 
£4.5 million bid for a special Lottery 
grant to help to restore the many 
historic features in West Smethwick 
park. The council has far-reaching 
plans to improve the park and to re¬ 
store the James Chance Memorial, 
the gateway entrance, drinking foun¬ 
tain and the bandstand. 

The plans, which were approved by 
the cabinet, also include improvement 
works to the boathouse, the Airmen’s 
Memorial and the building of a new 
community pavilion.

Councillor Richard Marshall, cab¬ 
inet member for leisure said: “The 
major cuts in council funding have 
reduced the chances of restoring the 
park.

Mother’s pride after son 
Kye, 7, in life-saving call 


A MOTHER has told of her pride after 
the actions of her quick-thinking son, 
aged seven, saved her life. 

Single mum Leanne Smith collapsed un¬ 
expectedly at her home on Barlow Road, 
Wednesbury, on the morning of Thursday, 
February 23. 

The next thing the 27-year-old remembers 
is waking up with her son Kye, aged seven, and 
daughter Lacey, four, surrounding her alongside 
paramedics, while her youngest daughter Lexi, 
aged one, was upstairs blissfully unaware of the 
drama unfolding. 

Leanne was rushed to Walsall Manor Hospital 
where the full terror of what happened hit home. 

Doctors told her she had suffered a severe kidney 
infection which had led to sepsis. They said if it 
had not been for brave Kye ringing 999 and follow¬ 
ing advice from the operator to put his mum in the 
recovery position then she could have been dead 
within hours. 

Leanne said: “I am so proud of my son. I am ab¬ 
solutely over the moon with him for what he did. 

“If it weren’t for him I would not be here. He 
knows that I have told him that.” 

Minute 

She added: “I was absolutely petrified when they 
told me what it was. Obviously I had all sorts of 
things running through my mind. But since it has 
happened it has just been a wake-up call. I do a lot 
with my children anyway but now I just want to 
make the most of every minute with them.” 

Despite Leanne pouring praise on Kye, who goes 
to Albert Pritchard Infant School in Wednesbury, 
she also has herself to thank. 

A few years ago she made the conscious decision 
to tell him exactly what to do in an emergency. 
Now that has paid off and she has urged other par¬ 
ents to do the same. 

Leanne said: “As a single mum I was worried 
if anything happened to me my children they 
wouldn’t know what to do. Your kids are your pri¬ 
ority and you always want to make them safe but 
they are not safe if you are conked out on the floor. 

“So from the age of four I told Kye my full name, 
date of birth, our address and to how to ring 999 
on my mobile phone.” She added: “I would say all 
parents need to tell their children what to do in an 
emergency as early as possible.” 

A West Midlands Ambulance spokesman con¬ 
firmed one ambulance was called to Barlow Road, 
Wednesbury at 9.57am to attend a medical emer¬ 
gency. He confirmed the crew treated a woman in 
her 20s and took her to Walsall Manor Hospital.

WANTED: 
School-run 
parents top 
crime lis 


I’VE never been to the borough of Haver¬ 
ing, east London, but it sounds like a jolly 
good place to live. 

While the rest of Britain struggles with 
anti-social behaviour and reduced po¬ 
licing budgets, it seems that Havering is 
doing rather well. 

Indeed, crime is obviously so low, and 
the police and council coffers so awash 
with cash, that they have decided to 
crackdown on the No. 1 law-and-order 
issue in the borough: stopping parents 
from taking their kids to school by car. 

No, not just parents parking on double 
yellow lines or causing an obstruction. All 
parents. Even the ones who take great 
care not to inconvenience others. 

The local authority has declared “exclu¬ 
sion zones” around four primary schools 
in the borough, which will be patrolled 
by CCTV cameras to catch any parents 
dropping their children off in the vicinity 
of the school. 

Police officers, traffic wardens and PC- 
SOs will also be asked to keep an eye 
out, lest any crafty parents manage to 
give the cameras the slip. Letters have 
been sent out warning parents they risk a 
£1,000 fine and criminal record if they do 
the school run.

We Sixties 
kids were transfixed by the genius of The Bea¬ 
tles who took us on a brief but unforgettable 
journey from Love Me Do to Let It Be. Bliss was 
it in that dawn to be alive, yeah, yeah, yeah. 

BY coincidence, on the day this week that Tu¬ 
nisian police were accused of cowardice during 
the Sousse attack which left 38 people dead, 
our own anti-terror cops were on exercise at the 
Merry Hill shopping centre near Dudley.

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Fired up for mobile tipples 
after tender transformation 


THIS fire engine is not all that it seems - as it has been con¬ 
verted into a mobile pub. It once proudly served in the West 
Midlands Fire Service fleet in Smethwick. 

But the Dennis fire engine has since been transformed into a spe¬ 
cialist bar for craft beer. The water tanks have been ripped out and 
replaced by a road-going beer cellar, and the sides are equipped with 
six taps that allow customers to pour their own drinks. 


It now travels around the country, 
flaring up people’s enthusiasm for mi¬ 
crobreweries and fire engines. 

The idea was the brainchild of 
Mel Evans, 50, and Richard Brown, 
52, business partners in The Tipple 
Truck. 

Mel, a shopping centre opening 
manager from Sutton Coldfield, said: 
“It’s something completely different 
and we’re really proud of it. 

“It’s great fun, and it gets people 
talking. They like to see the fire engine 
up close as well as sample all the beer, 
so it really does keep them happy. 

Heartbroken 

“We’ve tried to keep most of it as 
original as possible. It’s mostly the in¬ 
side that’s changed, but the cab and 
the front are still the same, and it’s 
still a beautiful red.” 

The idea came to them when they 
were looking to get more microbrew¬ 
eries and craft beers to outdoor events. 

As they discussed the difficulties of 
transporting kegs to sites in a local 
pub, another customer overheard 
them and offered a fire engine out of 
the blue. 

To Mel and Richard it seemed a 
perfect idea, but they were almost 
left heartbroken when they found out 
someone had beaten them to it. 

Mel said: “We started off wondering 
whether we should buy a pub, but we

thought going mobile would be a lot 
better. Then we came across the self¬ 
pour system, and that seemed the best 
idea. The problem was, we didn’t re¬ 
ally have a suitable vehicle, until one 
day we were talking about it over a 
drink and a guy in the pub asked if we 
wanted a fire engine. 

“It was entirely strange, and really 
fantastic. It turned out a group of stu¬ 
dents had bought the fire engine with 
the idea of doing the same thing about 
two years ago. We were gutted when 
we thought someone had beaten us to 
it. But they hadn’t been able to get it 
off the ground, as they hadn’t made 
the fire engine road legal. 

“So we got in touch with them to ask 
about it.” 

They eventually acquired the fire 
engine for a mere £6,000 in Septem¬ 
ber. The price was greatly reduced, 
as the vehicle needed plenty of work. 
The Tipple Truck was launched at the 
NEC in Birmingham on February 9. It 
works with an ‘Oyster card’ system, in 
which top up credit on a card, take it 
to the pumps, and then use it to choose 
their drink. 

Customers only pay for what they 
pour, meaning they are able to sample 
everything that is on offer before tak¬ 
ing a larger amount of one.

Protest over 
rights of staff 
at food group 

MORE than 100 workers from a 
Black Country firm protested in a row 
over employees’ rights. Unite’s act¬ 
ing national officer has hit out at the 
management of 2 Sisters Food Group. 

The union claimed that in the last 
two months new management has 
‘unpicked many years of established 
and stable industrial relations’ at the 
five Unite-recognised plants across 
the Midlands. 

The company, which employs 
around 1,500 in the region, supplies 
food to major supermarkets including 
Tesco. It has plants in West Bromwich 
and Smethwick. A demonstration 
was held on Monday by workers out¬ 
side Tesco in West Bromwich’s New 
Square shopping centre. Company 
bosses said all of the allegations made 
against the firm, including claims it 
used covert CCTV to spy on workers, 
were ‘untrue’. 

Sulinder Singh, Unite equality of¬ 
ficer, said the aim of the protest was 
to urge Tesco to rethink its relation¬ 
ship with 2 Sisters. 

Worker Zane Simscone said: “I’m 
disappointed with it all. We’re just try¬ 
ing to make things better.” A spokes¬ 
man for 2 Sisters said: “We note the 
protest planned by Unite members, 
but do not understand its purpose or 
what it is trying to achieve.”

A DRUG dealer who drove on 
the wrong side of the road and 
mounted a pavement in a des¬ 
perate attempt to avoid being 
caught with cocaine and heroin 
has been jailed. 

Arfeen Saleem was found with a 
Kinder Egg containing around a gram 
of cocaine when he was caught. 

His accomplice Hafeez Khurshid threw 
10 wraps of heroin out the window dur¬ 
ing the police chase through the streets 
of Smethwick. The pair were spotted in a 
BMW by officers on patrol on Lodge Road at 
around 1pm on April 28 last year. A woman 
was seen leaning into a window of the car, 
arousing their suspicion, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

As police went to approach the vehicle, 
reckless driver Saleem, aged 24, sped off. 

Erratically 

He hit speeds of around 50mph on 30mph 
roads, veering onto the wrong side of roads 
to overtake other vehicles, clipping the back 
of a van as he did so. 

Mr Mark Phillips, prosecuting, told the 
court: “The defendant was driving errati¬ 
cally, 50mph in a 30 area.” 

Saleem was in no mood for hanging 
around and took to the pavement as his 
path was blocked by queuing traffic at the 
junction of Holly Lane and Manor Road, 
also driving over the edge of front gardens, 
Mr Phillips said. 

The driver was eventually brought to a 
stop when he became trapped on Hall Road, 
which was flanked by parked cars. 

The court heard how Saleem and Khur¬ 
shid, 22, had turned to dealing drugs after 
getting into debt with their own suppliers. 

Saleem and Khurshid, both of St Paul’s 
Road, Smethwick, pleaded guilty to posses¬ 
sion of heroin and cocaine with intent to 
supply and were jailed for 27 months and 
24 months respectively. Saleem also admit¬ 
ted dangerous driving and was banned from 
the roads for two and a half years.

l wasn't being brave, 
l feared for children 


IT was just a normal Friday after¬ 
noon, with the school run in full 
swing. 

But events were about to take a dra¬ 
matic and very sinister turn as three 
men from the Black Country brought 
terror to a quiet town. 

The gang of men - who were later jailed 
for a total of more than 17 years - tried to 
bundle a woman and her three children 
into a car before speeding off. 

Mohammed Anser Khan, of Whitehall 
Road, Tipton, Muserat Khan, of Greets 
Green Road, West Bromwich, and Ateek 
Khan, of Oak Road, West Bromwich, all ad¬ 
mitted conspiracy to kidnapping at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court in August. 

Police officers described the attack in 
Oswestry, at around 4pm on March 4 
last year, as ‘ terrifying’ for the woman 
and children. But the men were captured 
thanks in part to the heroic role played by 
a passer-by, who has now been awarded a 
High Sheriffs Award. 

Loraine Duncan, aged 50, used her car as 
a blockade to the getaway car and she has 
spoken for the first time about her coura¬ 
geous actions. 

Mrs Duncan, who works at the town’s 
orthopaedic hospital, said: “One of the men 
had a crowbar and it was then that I real¬ 
ised something was very wrong. I saw the 
lady being manhandled and I thought if I 
could block their car it may stop them. 

“For me, I was not brave. I was most con¬ 
cerned about the lady and the children.” 

Although the victims were forced into a 
second vehicle outside Griffin Courtyard 
in Leg Street, Judge Peter Barrie said dur¬ 
ing the award presentation the role of Mrs 
Duncan was central to delaying the gang 
and allowing police to be ‘on their tail’. 

The vehicle was driven off before later 
being stopped by officers in Shrewsbury. 

Mrs Duncan, of Llanforda Rise in 
Oswestry, was presented with a certificate 
and £250 by the High Sheriff of Shropshire, 
Christine Holmes. Mrs Holmes said: “It 
was an extremely brave act.”

Members from the 1960s were 
also in attendance. The Black Coun¬ 


try Society was founded in 1967 
by the late enthusiasts Dr John 
Fletcher and John Brimble, who 
felt that the Black Country did not 
receive its fair share of recognition 
for its great contribution to the in¬ 
dustrial development of Britain and 
the world. 

James Morgan, group chairman 
for six years, said: “It was set up 
by a few men from Tipton and they 
used to sit amongst the beer and 
smoke and discuss that the Black 
Country was having a bad press.

The soci¬ 
ety also publishes a quarterly maga¬ 
zine called ‘The Blackcountryman’.

Troubled 
cademy 
attacked 
byOfsted 

A TROUBLED academy has once again come 
under fire by Ofsted, with the education 
watchdog criticising weak teaching, wide¬ 
spread bullying and low attendance. 

Ofsted said The Ace Academy in Tipton had ‘failed too 
many of its pupils’. The school remains in special measures 
after the regulator ruled it was ‘inadequate’ in all areas 
following a fresh inspection. 


It said it had seen little 
improvement at the acad¬ 
emy, which has had the 
worst-possible rating for 
more than two years, and 
presented a picture of a 
school in crisis. The Alex¬ 
andra Road school has more 
than 1,400 pupils. 

The inspectorate said out¬ 
comes for pupils were ‘inad¬ 
equate and declining’. 

Progress for Year 11 pu¬ 
pils in 2016 was said to have 
been ‘exceptionally weak’ 
with prospects for this 
year’s children likely to be 
worse. 

The report also said the 
most able pupils in Years 9, 
10 and 11 were ‘significantly 
underperforming’. 

Leaders admitted the 
school had struggled to at¬ 
tract high-quality teachers 
to the extent that a fifth are 
currently supply teachers

or unqualified. ‘Many pu¬ 
pils’ as well as parents said 
bullying was a problem and 
that they were not always 
confident complaints would 
be treated ‘effectively and 
consistently’, Ofsted said. 

The academy is part of the 
University of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Education Central 
Multi-Academy Trust and 
counts Sir Geoff Hampton, 
who has been credited with 
turning around a number 
of failing schools, among its 
governors. 

Sandwell Council leader 
Steve Eling said: “Parents 
would be right to be con¬ 
cerned. 

“This is a classic example 
of what is wrong with the 
Government’s policy and 
the Secretary of State for 
education should also be 
concerned.”

Veggie-power boxing champ 
Lauren steps into pro ranks 


A VEGAN female boxer who trains in Wednesbury is 
leading the way for the sport and the Black Country as 
she crosses over to the professional ranks. 

Lauren Johnson, the 32-year-old one-time national amateur 
champion, two-time Midlands champion and England v USA 
intercollegiate champion doesn’t eat meat, fish, eggs, cheese or 
other dairy products, instead she has an entirely plant-based diet. 

The West Bromwich-based welterweight said: “I wanted to lose weight 


and someone told me that boxing 
was a good way to do that, so I 
started and the weight just dropped 
off. Because I was strong, my coach 
suggested that I start competing. So 
we went into the nationals where I 
had to fight the British and Irish 
champion. I knocked my competitor 
out 53 seconds into the first round. 
I’ve never looked back from there.” 

Lauren took time out a few years 
ago, when her father was taken ill. 
“When my dad was diagnosed with 
terminal cancer, he was given just 
four months to live. The doctors 
suggested we put him on a vegan 
diet, and so that’s what we did. He 
lasted for 18 months after that. 

“After he died I was a bit down, 
and I thought, you know what? I’m 
going to do this vegan thing for my 
own health, and get back into box¬ 
ing. Since I’ve been vegan, all of my 
fights have been against full-time 
athletes and I’ve beaten them.” 

When she’s not boxing, Lauren 
is a security guard at Shrewsbury’s 
Buttermarket and C:21 venues. 
Her bosses may be supportive of 
Lauren’s eating habits, but her 
coach took more convincing. She’s 
trained by boxer Varuzhan Davtyan

at Wodensborough ABC in Wednes¬ 
bury. “When people find out I’m a 
vegan they always ask me where 
I get my protein from. Even my 
coach was sceptical, he said there 
was no way I could train without 
eating meat, especially as I wasn’t 
eating cheese. 

“But since my last fight, how I 
outworked my opponent, he ad¬ 
mitted that it was the best he’d 
ever seen me work and so then he 
couldn’t say anything about it!”

tem at Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust. 

Community nurse Julie Cowles said: 
“At the moment when patients ask us if 
the results of their blood tests have come 
back we have no way of accessing them, so 
if we can give them their results this is a 
much better service for them.” 

Matron Lindsay Vernon said this effi¬ 
ciency would also have a positive impact 
on patients’ health and wellbeing.

If there was any landscape which 
could be called quintessential^ 
English, it would be one of 
undulating green meadows, 
picture-postcard cottages, white 
horses etched in the hillsides, 
oh and perhaps Stonehenge - in 
other words, Wiltshire. 

There are fantastic treasures to 
offer the visitor, some widely known, 
some less obvious, hidden away 
from the hustle and bustle and a joy 
to discover. 

Our base during a five-day short 
break, was Buckerfields Barn, near 
the fantastically-named Ogbourne 
St George, set in the heart of the 
North Wessex Downs near the 
Ridgeway path. 

The accommodation is one of 
four ultra-modern and spacious 
holiday apartments as part of a 
barn conversion, set on a working 
plants nursery - with a majestic hill, 
and farmland, providing a superb 
backdrop. 

Mod-cons included dishwasher, 
washer and tumble drier, an ultra¬ 
massaging power shower - perfect 
for aching limbs following rambling 
walks, and a smart TV. 

On arrival, we were quick to get 
acquainted with the superb local 
pub, The Inn With The Well and 
its resident labrador, Marley, and 
soon realised everywhere we 
went, people were so friendly and 
welcoming. 

The market town of Marlborough, 
an antique TV show’s dream, is 
nearby and we enjoyed a morning 
walking round taking in both of the 
parish churches before a picnic 
in the huge Savanake Forest, with 
some massive gnarled old oaks for 
company. 

It was then time for a tour off the 
beaten track, with fantastic villages 
such as Aldbourne to discover, the 
village pub right next to the duck 
pond - simply irresistible. After a trek 
up a hill past the church, we were

suddenly keen to go in search of a

a truly awe-inspiring sight. 

All this was achieved in the first 
day of our stay! The rest of the week

But the natural beauty of the 
landscape and the towns and 
villages are also worth taking stock 
of, with the art of thatching still very 
much alive and kicking in this corner 
of Britain - even bus stops have 


thatched rooves! All told, we barely 
scratched the surface, and that was 
even after an afternoon in Salisbury, 
with the splendid cathedral and the 
Magna Carta within its environs to 
behold. The wonders of Wiltshire 
won us over, and left us wanting 
more...

Those impeccable credentials, however, mean nothing 
in the cauldron of stand-up. For Murray knows better than 
anyone: if you get a line wrong, there’s nowhere to hide. 

“I think that what some people don’t realise is that 
there are gradations of posh. I have cousins who went 
to Eton. I think [people who went to] Eton, Harrow, 
they’re properly posh. But my Dad worked for British 
Rail for 40 years, my mother worked for the Citizens 
Advice Bureau in Milton Keynes. 

“We’re resolutely downwardly mobile. With 
showbusiness, you can be as posh as you like, but 
if you’re not delivering, then you won’t get on. So 
I don’t get annoyed, I’m just exasperated that it’s 
supposed to say anything about me at all. I went to 
private school because my grandfather left some 
money for a grandson. 

“I do accept that I am from a privileged 
background. I was lucky I went 
to private school. I know 
all those things. But I 
don’t think they explain 
anything about me at all. 

“There’s an interesting 
idea about art right now 
- ‘you’re not allowed to 
imagine’ seems to be 
the argument. So I’m 
not allowed to imagine 
what people might 
think, or send up 
how other people 
might think. That’: 
an argument 
against art. That 
an argument 
against creativity. 

Murray’s tour 
is under way 
around the UK 
and he’ll return 
to Birmingham 
on May 22 
to headline 
the city’s REP 
theatre. 

Murray added 
that his new 
show takes 
a humorous 
approach to 


the challenging era in which we live. 
“We live in troubling times. Europe. The 
NHS. Whatever the hell is going on in the 
Middle East. The gathering storm 
of fortnightly bin collections? 
Who knows where it will 
all end?” 

Meanwhile, 
on the comedy 
scene this week, 
Jerry The King’ 
Lawler, the King 
of Memphis and 
a WWE Hall of 
Famer, will bring 
his spoken 
word show to 
Birmingham’s 
Glee Club on 
Wednesday.

The only way to 
stop them is for a government to change that and make 
things a whole lot worse. Look no further. However, in 
the meantime we brick up the Channel Tunnel. With 
British bricks. Probably have to get some Poles in to do it. 
Common sense.” 

Murray is currently on tour in a post-Brexit, post¬ 
fact world. His new show is called Let’s Go Backwards 
Together and it’s been acclaimed by critics as his best. 
While Murray’s character is resolutely commonsensical 
, the performer himself was educated at Bedford School 
and Oxford University and his ancestors include the 3rd 
Duke of Atholl, a bishop, an ambassador and William 
Makepeace Thackery, the 19th century novelist best 
known for his satirical works, particularly Vanity Fair, was 
his great-great-great grandfather.

Uhtred makes plans for 
revenge as series returns 


he last time we saw Alfred 
(David Dawson), he was 
hiding in a swamp with 
Uhtred (Alexander Dreymon). 

In the series one finale, the two 
came together to take on the Danes, 
who have conquered almost all the 
kingdoms in the realm. So, what will 
Alfred find on the road in season 2, 
as he sets his sights on the wild 
lands of the north? 

Well, for starters, he finds a lot of 
suffering. With no army to defend 
them, his people were left to fend for 
themselves, and many of them lost 
their wealth and lives due to raids by 
the Danes and others. 

But Alfred’s conviction to create a 
united England is stronger than 
ever, and he targets the wild lands 
of the north, which have fallen into 
chaos and rebellion. 

Uhtred, meanwhile, went through a 
subtle transformation in series one. 
The warrior’s fiery temper cooled a 
little and during his time with Alfred in 
the marshlands, he also felt 
sympathy for him on account of the 
suffering of the king’s child. 


The character was willing to learn 
and change after his interactions 
with the Saxons, but this change is 
unlikely to be welcome to many of 
the other Danes. 

So Alfred and Uhtred now have to 
find a way to fight back the Danes, 
and the latter also embarks on a 
voyage north to avenge Earl 
Ragnar’s death and recapture his 
ancestral lands of Bebbanburg. 

The pair’s main nemesis this time 
around looks to be Guthrum 
(Thomas WGabrielsson), Ubba’s 
second-in command who is both 
intelligent, ruthless and unhinged. 

This bloody Viking vs Saxon 
series is adapted by BAFTA- 
nominated and RTS award-winning 
writer Stephen Butchard from 
Bernard Cornwell’s bestselling 
series of novels. 

It is set in the ninth century at a 
time when many of the separate 
kingdoms of England have fallen to 
the invading Vikings, with only the 
great kingdom of Wessex left 
standing and defiant under the 
command of King Alfred the Great. 


The emotionally complex and 
compelling landscape of revenge, 
rivalry, hostility, corruption, love, 
sex, loyalty and friendship forms the 
backdrop to a gripping adventure, 
and such has been its popularity 
overseas, this second series has 
seen Netflix climb aboard to co¬ 
produce the series along with the 
BBC. 

Dreymon (American Horror Story) 
and Dawson (Peaky Blinders) return 
as the two leads, and they are 
reunited with Emily Cox (Homeland) 
who stars as Brida, Ian Hart 
(Boardwalk Empire) who plays 
Beocca and Tobias Santelmann 
(Marcella) as Ragner the Younger 
from the first series. 

The Last Kingdom has been 
described as ‘the thinking person’s 
Game of Thrones.’ 

And although the series may not 
ever be a popular as that - let’s not 
forget it is an historical drama rather 
than a fantasy series - it certainly 
fills the gap for viewers thirsty for 
battles, gore, hairy warriors with 
swords and famous actors meeting 
grisly ends.

But 
then David finds a single black shoe and brings it 
home with him. Admittedly, a few people would 
question that decision, but for this family the 
shoe becomes a life-changing obsession 
threatens to come between them.

He scored 76 goals in 
one season and that is still a record for the Birming¬ 
ham Works/West Midlands League. 

“The FA Cup matches against Halifax and Barnet 
were also great occasions. We lost 1-0 to Barnet with 
QPR waiting in round three. 

“We also had a good period when Joe Jackson 
was here in the 90s and former Wolves player Steve 
Daley, who was once Britain’s most expensive foot¬ 
baller, also managed us for a while. 

“We formed a former players’ association a few 
years ago and when we meet up the old players have 
always got a story to tell.”

THE remarkable run was bound 
to end at some point. 

On Saturday, Crystal Palace became 
the first team outside the top seven to 
win at The Hawthorns this season. 

This defeat - as frustrating as it was - shouldn’t 
detract from the brilliant campaign Albion are 
having. Oddly, it came in the first game all sea¬ 
son the Baggies managed to have more than 50 
per cent possession. 

Dudley-born Wolves fan Sam Allardyce came to 
town and out-Pulised Tony Pulis. 

His Palace team mirrors Albion’s in many 
ways. Both sides played 4-2-3-1 with a big target 
man up front currently struggling for goals, both 
have combative central midfielders, and both 
have a big back-line. 

Unsurprisingly then, it was a titanic battle 
full of big hits. Jonny Evans was bandaged up 
and referee Mike Jones played on after plenty of 
rough tackles on the edge of acceptability. The 
difference between the two sides came on the 
wings, where Allardyce had much more pace to 
play with. 

Inside 

Wilfried Zaha and Andros Townsend produced 
the two moments of brilliance that won the game, 
and they were by far the most dangerous players 
on the pitch. 

Albion, meanwhile, desperately missed Matt 
Phillips and struggled to stretch their visitors. 

Chris Brunt likes to swing the ball in from deep 
and the 32-year-old doesn’t have the pace to get 
to the byline, while Nacer Chadli turned inside 
too often. 

There was an unusual desire to keep possession 
in safe areas, rather than run at goal and commit 
the opposition. 

Palace sat back and invited the Baggies on to 
them before attempting to break at speed. There 
was a directness to both goals that Pulis would 
have been proud of. With Gareth McAuley out of 
position, Yohan Cabaye had the quality to exploit 
the space at right-back left by the covering Craig 
Dawson, but it was still an impressive chest and 
finish from Zaha. 

Townsend’s goal was a disappointing one to 
concede. To be fair to Jonathan Leko, he will have 
been told to run at the Palace defence and use his 


trickery to get past them, and he lost the ball in 
the final third of the pitch. 

But the 17-year-old showed his inexperi¬ 
ence tracking back, an older player would have 
brought Townsend down and taken the yellow 
card. There are enough old heads in the squad 
who will put their arms around Leko, and hope¬ 
fully he’ll bounce back because there’s no doubt¬ 
ing his talent. It’s not like the game was lost by 
a teenage substitute, the game was lost by the 
experienced players who failed to show up. 

There wasn’t the usual urgency, which will 
worry fans who suspect the season will fizzle out 
now 40 points has been reached, just like last 


season. Darren Fletcher and Jonny Evans are 
trying to change the mentality at the club, to one 
where survival is no longer enough, and those two 
- alongside Dawson and Jake Livermore - kept 
the tempo up. 

Albion are still on course for their best-ever 
Premier League finish and it’s worth remem¬ 
bering Palace spent more in January than the 
Baggies have all season. But some of the club’s 
long-serving players need to take a leaf out of 
Fletcher and Evans’s book. 

Because it’s not like it gets any easier. Albion’s 
next three games are Everton, Arsenal, and Man¬ 
chester United.
